heart of a Gentleman, which is cuer more ſcnſi- 
ble of a wound giuento his reputation, then to 
his life Thaue noepleaſureto fight witha ghoſt: 
But ſecing an Angel of darkeneſſe , didpur on 
him the lhape of an Angel of light at his de- 
parture, to performe two Parts moſt cunningly ;

his life rhrough his Hl example ; By his dearh 


_ through his talſereftimony torradace the Tuſtice 


& inftrummrsofrhe Stare, Yeabdurirwasthere- 
ftimony of adyng man,now a penitent(as atfay) 
217 | as 
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as ſomeſay, a Saint, euenthen when ashimſelfe 


ſaid, itwas no time to flatter or feare Princes: 
yea, but it was the teſtimony of an enemie, 
of a periurd, of a condemned man. Firſt, 
ofan cnemie,and of an angrieencemic , cuen with 
your Maieſtie that would haue iuſtice executed 
on him, vpon his originall condemnation,'who 
were ſatisfied, as he publikely did ſpeake of his 
innocencicin that cauſe, as priuately before hee 
bewrayed his deepe diſcontentment, when 1t was 
vrged, thatthe teſtimony of the Lord Cobhanz 
was ncuer retracted, Sir Walter Raleigh did per- 
emptorily denie it. To whom an(were' was 
made, that thenthe publike ARregiſtredin the 
Counſel! booke would manifeſt ir, for thereie 
appeares. So fainc would this man caſt aſperiion 
vponyour Iiftice tor taking the lite of an inno- 
centinthat cauſe, wherein hee was condemned 
by his Countrey. When this would not ſerue 
his turne, then did he flic to the Commilsioa of 
a generall; pleading it as an implicit pardon of 
that former offence: Nor conſidering that being 
alrcady a man condemned for treaſon, he was, as 
the learned in the Law held, vncapable of ano- 
ther criall , by which hee might haue been found 
as Nocent as before, For he hauing a Commul- 
fort, to goc into thoſe parts of America, vnpoſlcl- 
. fed byany Chriſtian Prince in league with your 
"Mackie, and no where elſe, citherto plant or 
wade; hee made -huis deligne for the River of 
Orconoque 
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Oreonoque , Where hee knew the Subie&s of the 
King of Spa;ne werealrcady planted, which,as he 
conteſſed vnder his hand to your Mateſtic, hee 
concealed from you; and this vnderpretence of 
his gold Mine, which he did-apparantly to this 
end, to breake the League, and to imbroyle the 
two States. Many Generals hauc for exceeding 
their Commiſsions becne puniſhed, euen tor 
good ſeruices : how then could he hauecfcaped, 
for this his diſlcruice, being againſt his Commiſ- 
| ſion, if hee might byche law hauc beenetryed 
vpon it? Its clecre then, that he was angry with 
your Maieſtic for commaundiog Juſtice to bee 
done vpon him : how then could hee chuſe but 
be angry with mee the poore Inſtrument who 
brought him backe to Iuſtice, from wheacc hee 
intended often to make an eſcape ? +55 
Firſt at Sea, vpon his returne, making motion 
to be ſet on ſhore in Fraxce, and ro quit his Ship 
to his company on that condition ; forthe which 
hee was blocked vpin his Cabin-a-monerth to- 
gether, as himſelfc hath confeſſed vnto mee, and 
is to be proouecd by diuers of his company : By 
which it is cleere againe, that out of his guilti- 
neſle, hedid not ſo much truſtin your goodneſle, 
as hee (aide on the Scaffold hee did roo much, or 
elſe he had not ſuffered death. Next at Plymouth, 
after hee was by your Maieſtics ſpeciall com- 
mand, commitred to my keeping , hee plotred 
with two French Captaines; by name wich Cap- 
We Eg dc | raine 
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taine Flory, and Captaine LeGrand, toeſcapein: 
one of their ſhippes , then therein harbour,as he 
then conteſſed ro the Lords Commifsioners, it 
beeing firſt cuidently proaued againſt bim ; by 
which it appeareth againe, hee did nottiruſt your 
Mate(ties goodnefle, as he writte and (aid at his 
death. BucI am fure by this he did much wrong 
my kindneſſe, tro my vndooing, had not the 
goodneſle of heauen prevented htm. Next hee 
plarted his eſcape ar Salisbury; which my worthy 
Coen Wiliam Herbert firſt diſconered co yaur 
Maicftie, Laſt vpon.the ſame Saturday when [I 
recetued your Mateſties Commrſsan, by my 
Cozen Herbert , by whamalfo-l receiucd mte{li- 
gence, thatat rhatinftant,he was fying from. my 
cuſtody. without my priuity ; nor having as yet 
made himany ſemblance ot condifcent, to that] 
almoft came on himar vnawares, even atthe in- 
ſtant that hee was putting on his falſe beard, and 
his other difguifements : VV hich declares hee 
didſtill diſtruſt your goodnefle ; doubtlefie aur 
of the conſcience of his guiltinefle , whatſocucr 
be writteor faidetothecontrary. : Andisitany 
maruailethen, thathe was angry with mee at b1s 
death, for bringing bim backe ? Befides,thar bee+ 
ing aman, as he was thought, of ſo greata VV it, 
it was no. ſmall gricfe, thara man of ſo meane a 
wit as I, thould bee thought rogoe beyond him. 
Yea, bur you ſhould nor haue vied fuch craftro 
goe beyond him 3, No? Sis ars deluditur arte. Ne-

- 
gue enimlex inſtior vila eſt quam necis artifices arte: 
perire ſua. Bur why did not you execute your 
Commilsion barcly to his apprehenſion on him 
inhis houſe? Why? my Commilsion was to 
thecontracy, to diſcoucr his other pretenſions, 
and to ſeaze his ſecret papers, &. Andcan any 
honeſtSubie& queſtion mine honeſt y,in the per- 
formance of ſuch a Commilſsion, which tended 

to the.diſcouery of the ſecret intentions of anill 
affeted heartto my Soucraigne? How can any 
diſlike this in mee, and not bewray his owne di- 

ſhoneſt heart,vnto the Stare? Yea, but though 

another might have done this, yer how might 

you docit, beeing his kinſman and hisfriende ? 
Surely if I had beene ſo, yer ina publiqueim- 

ployment, and truſt laid vpon mee, I was nor to 

refuſe ir, much leſle to preter priuate kindneſle or 

amity,, before my publique duety and loyalty : 

For whardid I know the dangerous conſequence 

of theſe matters, which were to bee diſcoucred ? 
or who knowes them yer , of thoſe that make 

themſelues my competent Iudges ? Bur if there 

were no kindred or amity berwceene vs,as I auow 

thereneuver was, what bond then might tie me to 

him, burrhe ticof compalsion ot his miſerie ? 
which was in my Soueraignes heart ro diſtribute, 
when hee ſaw time, that did command mee, and 
not in the diſpenſation of mee, nor of any other 
inſtruments power, that isto bee commanded. 
Hitherto I haue proouecd hee was angry , both 
ON with 
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with your Maieſty;& with my ſclfe,and therefore 
his teſtimony ought not to be of any force againſt 
me. It followeth next to proue, that his proteſta- 
tions andoathes, concerning others were falſe, 
both before he came to the Scaffold, and vpon 
the Scaffold, Before, againſt Queene E/rzaberh 
of infinite famous memory , who aduanced him 
with great fauour from the duſt, For one day. 
my ſclfe vpbrayding him with the notorious ex- 
treame iniury he did my father, in deceiving him 
ofa great aduenture which my ſayd father had in 
the Tyger, when hce went to the /f 7ndzes with 
my Vnkle Sir Richard Grenwll; which was by his 
owne canfeſsion worth fitty thouſand pound : 
which came all to his bands, my fathers portion 
at the leaſt being tenne thouſand pound that hee 
might lawfully clayme : Hee anſwered that the 
Queene howſocuer ſhe ſeemed a great good mi- 
ſtreſſe vnto him i1 the eyes of the world, yet was 
ſo vniuſt and tyrannous vnto him, that {he layde 
theenuieaſwellof this , as of many other her op- 
preſcions vpon him : and that {hee tooke all the 
pearle in a Cabinet vnio her ſelfe, without ever 
giuing him ſo much as one pearle. This hee 
{woreto me, and to Captatne Pexxngton, hedid 
ſo baſ:ly and barbaroullie raile vpon that our” 
moſt excellent Queene oftentimes, as hee can at- 
teſt, that no man hath cauſe to beleene his oth 
againſt others, that would breake his oath of Al- 
legeance to ſoexcellent a nuſtreſle, that had wy. 
c

{cd him from ſuch mcanneſle to ſuch greatnefle, 
as Weof his countrey did well know. 
Now that hce ſwore that he was not gwltie of 
the aforring of the Earle of Eſ/ex death , nor did 
inſit]r ypon him being dead,there isa Gentleman 
of worth, which about that time came from out 
of a long captivicie, which hee had ſuffered in 
Spare , who touched ar Sherborne, and Sir /raltey 
Kalcigh asked him, VW hat they laidin Sp4;zze_ of 
E/Jex death : Heanſwered, They heard not of it 
there : But that he was (ory he heard in the /azd 
voyage , That the Earle had brought him to his 
mercy. To which Sir walter Raleigh anſwered, 
But I truſt I am now quittance with him; which 
this Gentleman is ready top atteſt. Belides, in his 
Letters written to others; hee did ordinarily vp- 
braid him, Thar hee died like a Craven : ana in 
another, That the great boy dycd like a Calfe : 
And he was often heard to ſay, That he died like 
a foole, and like a coward : So perlſecuting his 
ghoſt, and inſolently rrampling in his athes ; 
*hat it thence grew into many mens mourhes ; 
Thar it was better to be a liuing dogge, then a 
dead Lyon. But amore euident demonſtration 
there cannot be of any thing, then that an olde 
W arder of the Tower will depoſe, that hee ſaw 
Sir Walter Raleigh the night betore the Earles ſuf- 
fcring, with his ftootman onely with him,to come 
| to the Tower , and heard him giue ſtrait in- 
ſtrutions to the Liewtenaxt of the Tower 
= for 
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for exccution of the Warrant, for that warthy 


Lords —_— , which ſhortly followed him. 
W hether then/he forſworenot himſelte enen at 
his death for pubiicue applauſe, about the not 
plo:ting the deſtruction, and not inſulting on the = 
death of that moſt noble Earle, and excellent * 
Saint of God; whoſe Chriſtian humilitic and 
charitie, if Sir alter had followed, hee had not 
called hi3 repentance and Saintſhip ſo farre into + 
queſtion,asnow he hath done, and ſo ſeditiouſly 
hauc poiſoned the hearts of diſcontented peo- 
ple, nor ſo maliciouſly wounded the reputation 
of an honeſt SubieXt : Who vpon iuſt reaſon, be- 
lecuing the difloyall and diſhonourable wordes 
ſpoken by ſuch a proude vaſſall againſt your ſar 
cred perſon to Mon/reur Manonry , as other his . 
diſloyall deeds which hee intended againſt you :' 
That if he had eſcaped, he was like to prooue as 
dangerous a Traitour to this Crowne, as cucr 
Antonio de Peres was to the Crowne of Sparc ; 
tooke them to heart, and performed my beſt 
dewoyer to bring him vnto Tuſtice. But whether, 
I fay, hce forſwore not himſelfein theſe things, 
I reterre my ſelfe ro chem thart are better acquain- 
ted with the Tragoedie of that time, 

Not to forget in the end, that which hee con- 
feſſed himſelfe vnto me and others, that he tooke 
an oath vpon the Bible to his Company, which 
he purpoſcd to breake; which periury, his Lady 
hath ſaid, was the cauſe of all his ruine, And 


what 
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what interpretati6 can my greateſt enemie make 
of his oathygwhich voluntarily he ſwore vnto my 
ſeltein the Lreutenants dining chamber,the Wed- 
neſday after his commicment ; which was, That 
he loucd me as well, asany friend he had in the 
world; to which I have ſubſtantiall witnefle. 
But inall theſe things he viedan zquiuocation, 
as he doeth in theſe things now concerning me. 
To which I anſwere in generall once for all, Sir 
Nicholas Throgmorton , tather to his wife , was 
thought iuſtly to except againſt the teſtimonic 
of oneYaughar, brought againſt him, becauſe he 
wasa condemned man : And may not I then ex- 
cept againſt the teſtimonic of Sir walter Raleigh, 
vrged againſt me vpon the Scaffold , comming 
from an Outlaw after Indgement, cuen ina caſe 
of high Treaſon? Yet ro anſ{were 1n particular 
to the points, hee ſayth firſt ; I neuer did receive 
aduicetrom my Lo. Carew to-make mine eſcape, 
And I doe now verely belecue he neuer did re- 
ceiue any ſuch aduice,as I eur ſaid rothe Lords: 
But that Rale/zh tolde it vnto Stwcley, yea, and 
that many times, I will auow it vnto death, and 
take the Sacrament vpon it, J 
To the ſecond; I neuer named my Lord'zay, 
and my Lo, Carew, in other wordes and ſence, 
'then as my honourable friends : amongſt other 
Lords my honourable friends. That is very 
true, and I would the reſt of his Honourable 
friends vnderſtood how farre he named them, as 
©6 B 3 well 
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well as I doe. But as cuer Ibelccued, thathe did 
abuſe theit Honourable names, to ſeduce mee, 
and todraw meto his purpoſe : So did I promiſe 
to my leclfe, that ſome of rhe chiefe of them be- 
ing ioynedin the bond cither of blood or affini- 
tie with mee, a poore Gentleman, would be a 
comfort vnto mein che way of my loyaltic, and 
renounce the teſtimonic ot ſuch a difloyallman, 
that was neuertrue to any,bur to himielfe. There 
is no mans diſpleaſure can further hurt me, then 
hee hath threarned me, Thar if I revealed the 
things hetolde mein priuate, I {hould die for ir. 
And die for this cauſe I am content, fo it be not 
by an aſlacinate : But whenſocuer I die, there 
{hall die your Maieſtics faichfull and loyall fer. 
uant,and one that will part with his blood ar as 
deere a rateas hecan. 

For the third, concerning the ſhewing ofa 
letter to mee about money, his wifeif ſhee were 
put to her oath, can tell whether it were ſo or no. 
Burt vnder the former proteſtation , I auow itro 
be true,thathe ſhewed me ſuch aletter; though 
I thinke itnot true what the letter ſpake. I omit 
hisperiury ia ſwearing hee had no deſigne for 
Fraunce ; when as Sir /ohz Fearxe, and Captaine 
| Penington are able to teſtific vpon their oathes, 
11 that hee often told them hee had commilſsion ro 
| ftand them in ſtead from the High Admirall of 
France, which confirmes the teſtimony of M. 
Marnowry , who ſawthe Commiſsion ar FOR 

| \, Mout 
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* mouth, as he will depoſeit. I vrgenot his periu- 
ry in that Article concerning Sir oh Fearne, that 
he ncuecr had itin his thought ro goe from Tr/2:- 
dado,tolcauc bis company : which Sir /oha Fearn 
1s ready to prooue,, by thedepolition of 60. per- 
{ons, that Sir #/zer propounded it vato then, 
whatſocuer heintended. And therefore how this 
man equiuocares at his death, all the world may 
ſ{ce. Obarbarouscruelty , to leaue ſo many gen- 
tlemen, when hee had ſecretly heard that his ſon 
was dead, tothe mercy of their enemies, without 
hope or meanes to returne- VV here hee alſo per- 
ſwaded Capcain Perizgton to goeaway, who an- 
ſwered him, hee Wou!d rather die thenlay the 
guilc vpon his ſoule,ofche death of ſo many gen- 
tlemen : But if I would, you lately ſwore you 
hauc no money left, quorh Caprtaine Pexingtor, 
without which wee cannot vittuallat Yirgma; 
Tut, waatfacuer I [wore (fayd Sir #/ter) | haue 
300. pieces inacorner ata dcadlitt ; as he con- 
feſſed allo tothe Lords that he gauc one hundred 
and fifry pieces to his company to come home: 
And how then can that be true, which he (wore . 
at his death, that hce carricd but 60. picces with 
him, and brought home neere the ſame ſumme, 
Certainly periury was but a Peccaazllzo with this 
man, which he ſhewed alſo rowards me,when he 
proteſted that I perſwaded him togoe to Sir Ed- 
ward Parrhams tathcrs houſe, which is moſt va- 
truc; For Sir #alter Ralcigh having a ſecret inten- 
| | ton, 
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tion; which afterwardes appeared to play the 
mountbankear Salz5bary to pretend rhe raking of 
adoze of poylon, by which hee deceined mce 
firſt, that by me he might decciue others, which 
was a moſt baſe ynmanly part ; thought Sir E4- 
ward Parrhams fathers houſe, whom hethoughr 
ro bee a Papiſt, to bee a fit ſubieQ of ſuſpicion, 
which hee meantto caſt vpon his friend , who 
had ſo louingly and worthily entertained vs. 
For , ſayd; Sir walter, though the Gentleman 
would not hurt mee , yet there might bee .. 
Prieſts or Ieſuites there that did it : For I rc- 
member after my mornings draught, of a 
cuppeof Ale, which Sir Edward Parrham offred 
me in the Hall, I felt preſently a kinde of exco- 
riation in mine Intralls, as if ſome Ieſuithad 
beene the Butler. Now when I ſaw thepuſtales 
breake out ypon him at Salzsbury , my Compal- 
ſion I confeſſe was roo credulous to report trods 
his mouth ſo much , wherein I madeno lie, bur 
told a lie :'Nown mentientis aitu, ſed compaſiionis 
affettu,which hath beeneill requited by him to 
whom [ ſhewed ir. But I am heartily ſory for it, 
that being ſo farre abuſed as I was, I ſhould 
wrong my true kinſman , which mooucd mce 
after to no ſmall inſt indignation againſt Sir z4/- 
ter, who had thus abuſed vs both. When I 
heard of his often purpoſes to eſcape to mine vn-

had inuegled meeto hurt my kinſman by telling 
ot alie, which I doubt that Diuinitie would nor 
beare butreaſon of State, (as the beſt Philoſo- 
phers doc hold) doth beare ic to bee lawtullto 
He for the diſcoucrie of Treaſon to doe ſeruice

' hee hath nor left fo ſufficient a man behinde 
him,and that therefore his death is alofſe to the 
common- wealth ; I doubt much ot both.

But what were theſe, but ſo many weapons of
